""Keeping Agawam Beautiful"

Peirce Plans 
Coming From 
Every Direction 

Over the next few months, the Faolin Peirce Elemen¬ 
tary School in Feeding Hills, scheduled to be closed by 
the School Committee as it is currently used in June, 
will be the subject of much debate over its future. 

Declining Enrollment 

Because of declining enrollment, the school depart 
ment's budget does not include any funds for staff or 
programs at Peirce. 

Already, there exists sentiment on the School Com 
mittee to attempt to utilize Peirce as a vocationa 1 
school for high school students. 

Prior to the last election, several board members 
made promises about solidifying vocational oppor 
tunities for students in Agawam and Peirce is seen as a 
possibility for this end. 

Cost factors involved, however, may make this plan 
far out of reach. 

Police Chief Stanley J. Chmielewski has strongly sup¬ 
ported using Peirce School as a new police station The 
department is presently housed at town hall, but condi¬ 
tions ore overcrowded for officers and space is 
cramped for keeping records. 

But that plan, according to comments made by 
Town Manager Edward A. Caba, may not be feasible, 
either. Several months back Caba said the town may 
consider a new town complex in the future with the 
police, fire, DPW, and most town offices all at the 
same site.

Because of their tireless efforts, unsightly, neglected, 
lifeless areas are transformed into colorful, attractive, 
vibrant showcases of floral beauty. These unsung, 
unknown heroes of horticulture are the nine dedicated 
members of the Agawam Beautification Committee. 

Established in 1970, the committee was appointed 
by the town's former Board of Selectmen. According to 
current chairperson, Charlotte Haynes, the 
committee's purpose is basically to help beautify and 
enhance the appearance of the town. Committee 
members Zophia Demko, Rosalie Hermans, Frank 
Hess, Nathanial Sherwood, Helen Lawrenchuk, 
Geraldine Schilling-Nordal, Reidar Nordal, William 
Thorpe, and Anita Leno labor many long hours each 
spring to realize this goal. 

Ms. Haynes points out that the.committee is respon¬ 
sible for planting and maintaining flowers and shrub¬ 
bery in sixteen areas within town, including the Annie 
Sullivan memorial, Benjamin Wade Park, and Town 
Hall. 

Petunias, which are very hardy and require less fre¬ 
quent care, are planted in raised log planters around 
town commencing the first Monday before Memorial 
Day, she reports. The committee also places and main¬ 
tains white park benches which are usually adjacent to 
the floral displays. 

* * * * * 

Within a scant seven-day period, committee 
members work diligently each evening until dark to 
ready the soil and plant the red, white, and blue 
petunias which residents have come to associate with 
the local celebration of Memorial Day. 

Because some of the work entailed is quite physical, 
the committee was delighted this year to retain the aid 
of Boy Scout Troop 76 from St. Theresa's Church for 
this aspect of the project. 

Ms. Haynes relates that each year the town ap¬ 
propriates funds for the committee's use in purchasing 
flowers for the log beds from several local growers and 
white paint to refurbish the park benches. 

Once the flower beds are planted, members take 
turns weeding and watering the eye-appealing areas 
throughout the summer months. Ms. Haynes notes that 
in the recent past, a few members have even 
transported plastic bottles of water from their homes to 


the various floral sites so that the plants would not die 
during exceptionally dry weather spells. 

Besides their horticultural endeavors, the committee 
annually presents awards in the fall to local businesses 
who have substantially improved the looks of their 
company's location. In this way, the awards advocate 
the committee's desire for area businessmen to con¬ 
tinue to improve the appearance of the town in which 
they do business. 

Ms. Haynes also confides that she eagerly an¬ 
ticipates future plantings and improvements which 
have been slated as part of the beautification and 
renovation of the Ramah Circle retail business area. 

In addition, she would like to see improvements 
made to certain roadside areas which serve as en¬ 
trances into town, such as those located at the 
Westfield town line and at the boundary leading to Suf- 
field, Connecticut. However, these present eyesore 
locations are privately owned and, therefore, inaccessi¬ 
ble to any improvements the Beautification Committee 
may wish to make, she explains. 

Another future goal of the committee is to procure a 
George Washington marker to replace the original 
which was stolen from the triangle area at the bottom 
of Federal Street where it meets Main. 

According to Ms. Haynes, the original marker stated 
simply that George Washington once marched down 
that particular highway. She is hopeful that a club or 
organization will come forth and offer to replace the 
historic marker which the committee is financially 
unable to obtain itself. 

***** 

With such a small committee to cover such a large 
area in such a relatively short period of time, it isn't 
any wonder that Ms. Haynes says, "It seems like 
forever and a day until we've completed our tasks." 

She proclaims, "I'm proud of what we've ac¬ 
complished thus far; however, we certainly could use 
more male help." 

Ms. Haynes acknowledges the "invaluable coopera¬ 
tion and assistance" she and her committee have 
always received from Superintendent of Public Works 
Jack Stone. "Without his help, we would never have 
achieved so much so quickly," she declares.

Until that situation is fully explored, there is a feel¬ 
ing that the police will remain at town hall. 

The latest proposal for Peirce, unveiled by Town

school department juridiction. 

"I think everything is premature at this point, noted 
School Board Chairwoman Rosemary Sandlin. "We 
have not even voted to close the school yet. There is 
definite feeling on the board to keep the building under 
the school department's jurisdiction." 

Mrs. Sandlin supports reliquishing control of the 
building because maintenance costs of "mothballing 
the site will be expensive.

Parents Turnout For 
Heated Meeting With 
Redistricting Comm.

Forty parents at Robinson Park School Wednesday 
mqht many of them irate - heard an explanation of the 
Enrollment Studies Committee's plan to redistr.ct 
elementary students after Peirce School closes in June. 

Committee chairman Frank Locke told them that the 
recommendation was only "preliminary" as the com¬ 
mittee was still seeking input from parent^ A final 
recommendation will be voted on Monday, May 16th, 
and then sent for approval to the School Committee. 

School Business Manager James Coon outlined 
enrollment figures, both current and projected and ex¬ 
plained that even with student count declining 
townwide, Robinson's population will continue to 

9r< He indicated that if no change at all is made next 
year that is, even if Peirce remained open - Robinson 
would still increase in regular classroom use by one (up 
to 18). In the following year, it would go up another 1 Vz 
(19te). Robinson has only 20 classrooms in the 
building. * * * * * 

In detailing the committee's recommendation to 
relocate some 62 Robinson children from the Barn 
Road area to Phelps, sub-committee chairperson 
Johanna Paleologopoulos outlined five objectives 
which her group kept in view. Most important of these, 
she said, were keeping families and neighborhoods 
together and maintaining class sizes district-wide at 25 
for kindergarten through second grade and at 28 for 
third through fifth grade. 

She noted that the 65 students who would remain at 
Peirce after this year could not simply be moved to 
Robinson because of severe overcrowding which would 
result, especially in the fourth grade. She explained 
that when families were considered, the 65 count ex¬ 
panded to 90 student. 

The recommendation calls for those Robinson 
students in the general area along Cooper Street and 
its side streets from the high school to the 4-corner in¬ 
tersection and then up Rowley with its side streets to 
239 Rowley to be shifted to Phelps. 

Peirce students in the area east of Franklin and An- 
nable Streets will be bussed to Robinson. Those in the 
area east from Poplar and Mill Streets to Rowley and 
east on Springfield to Amherst Avenue will go to Clark. 
Thos in the area east on Springfield from Colemore and 
east to Annable and Horsham Place will go to Granger. 
Those Peirce students who live in the northwest section 

of town will go to Robinson.

Lucia Seeks Airstrip 
Behind Lumberyard

Plans for a private airstrip behind Lucia Lumber 
Company on Silver Street received support from the 
majority of residential abutters, but met with 
resistance from Northeast Utilties at a public hearing 
last week. 

The proposal for the strip was unveiled before the 
Board of Appeals by Raymond Lucia owner and 
operator who seeks the private runway because of the 
closing of Bowles Field to air traffic amidst plans for in¬ 
dustrial development at the site.

While Lucia noted air travel, was not required for the 
bulk of his business, he did cite air travel as "making 
the difference in receiving some of my biggest ac¬ 
counts." 

Attorney Joseph Savory, representing N.U., however, 
asked the board to reject Lucia's proposal saying it 
could hinder the utility's future plans for development 
in that area. 

"Over the last several years we've made substantial 
investments in the area," said Savory. "We have ten¬ 
tative plans to use more above ground wires and feel 
even with those lines already up, air traffic could pre¬ 
sent a hazard to both the pilot and our customers." 

Lucia countered by presenting a letter from David 
Graham of the Mass. Aeronautics Commission. 

In Graham's letter the land was described as safe for 
air travel. Lucia further noted that the tree belt surroun¬ 
ding the proposed runway exceeded the height of the 
electric cables. 

Lucia also argued, "The utilities are asking me to 
stop a project because they might have plans that 
would conflict with the runway. They're worried about 
what they might need, but I'm worried about what I do 
need. The proposed airstrip is on land that I own and 
pay taxes on. I feel I should have the right to use my 
land." 

Lucia said he is prepared to enter into agreement 
with the utility to enhance a cooperative arrangement, 
but noted his calls for an agreement have, so far, gone 
unanswered. 

Lucia received strong support from Town Council 
President Donald Rheault. 

Rheault told board members that Lucia's reputation 
as a businessman and his 
longtime relationship 
with people in the com¬ 
munity merits favorable 
response for his permit for 
the runway.

FULL SERVICE FOR MEN AND WOMEN

Sparse attendance greeted the School Committee for 
its public hearing on a proposed $8.4 milion budget 
last Tuesday night. Only twelve individuals attended 
and only one of those mildly questioned any part of the 
budget. 

Top school administrators opened the hearing 
defending their budget which "offers sound education 
at the lowest cost." Approximately 82% of the overall 
figure is comprised of salaries. 

According to Superintendent of Schools James 
Bruno Jr., of the remaining percentage, 12% is tied up 
in fixed expenses and, therefore, only a small portion 
can actually be adjusted up or down without cutting in¬ 
to personnel. 

"Our primary goal has been to retain staff," School 
Committee Chairwoman Rosemary Sandlin stated. 

Bruno noted that in spite-of cutbacks in force since 
the advent of Proposition 2 Vi and the 4% spending 
cap instituted the year before that, Agawam has been 
able to retain most of its programs and even to expand 
on some. Expanded programs cited include computer 
science, basic skills testing, and classes for gifted 
students. 

Bruno said that 1016% (47) of school department 
positions have been eliminated over this time period. 
Of those positions, 7% have been among professional 
staff. 

Bruno credited the willingness of parents to assume 
the burden of funding transportation for athletics, 
band, and field trips as a major factor in retention of 
programs. ***** 


In a general overview of all categories of the budget, 
Business Manager James Coon explained that the 
teaching account, the largest, reflects 5V6 fewer 
teaching positions next year. He said that in prior years 
all proposed reductions in professional staff were 
cancelled by normal attrition. However, he said this 
year will "most likely" bring actual layoffs. 

In addition to the reduction in teaching staff, one 
less guidance counselor will be employed next year for 
secondary schools. 

The second largest account - that for transporting 
students to and from school - is also up in the proposed 
budget. Coon cited increased expenses for gasoline, 
etc. along with the fact that a new contract has to be 
negotiated with the bus company this year os principal 
reasons for the increase. 

Coon commented that the School Committee always 
prefers to make cuts in areas such as transportation if 
possible because these do not directly affect instruc¬ 
tion. 

The proposed budget, which is 6.9% over that of last 
year, now goes to the Town Council for final approval.

APPLIQUE 

The earliest applique 
coverlets were created by 
sewing designs cut from 
printed chintzes and im¬ 
ported Oriental calicos 
applied to white cotton, or 
linen spreads. The 
coverlets were then 
elaborately quilted to 
enhance the motifs in the 
printed fabrics. These 
spreads were sometimes 
further decorated with 
fine embroidery in cotton 
or silk to supply the detail 
lost in trimming the pat¬ 
ches before sewing them 
to the white spread. 
These were called 
"Broderie Perse" quilts. 
Many of the friendship 
quilts, freedom quilts, 
family record quilts, and 
album quilts were appli- 
qued. Wreaths of flowers, 
baskets of flowers, and all 
kinds of birds were the 
most common appliques. 

One of the most in¬ 
teresting types of appli¬ 
que quilts was developed 
in Hawaii in the early 
nineteenth century. When 
missionaries first came to 
the islands in 1820, tapa 
was the only form of 
fabric known. It was made 
from tree bark pounded 
and "felted" until it was 
of the size needed. Tapa, 
however,, was not 
washable, so the in¬ 
troduction of American 
fabrics was most 
welcome. The ladies of 
the Royal household were 
the first to learn quilting 
but soon it was taught to 
the children in the mis¬ 
sionary schools. 

The first quilts were 
made of simple blocks. 
The Hawaiian women, 
however, thought it was 
rather silly to take large 
pieces of fabric, cut them 
into small pieces and then 
sew them back together 
to make a large piece. 
They soon developed 
their own style greatly in¬ 
fluenced by the plants 
and beautiful countryside 
around them. Usually on¬ 
ly two colors are used. 
The design was cut in one 
large piece using the 
snowflake method of 
folding and then cutting. 
The designs are very in¬ 
tricate and then quilting 
with echo quilting 
(quilting lines follow the 
contour of the applique 
and are about /* to Zi 
inch apart.). 

There are several 
methods of applique. If 
you have tried to applique 
and weren't happy with 
your results, you might 
want to try either of the 
two methods that we will 
focus on in our next 
newsletters.

You see it all the time at the movies ana on iv.m 
room is fully involved with fire. Flames roll along the 
ceiling from either side. Then, down the middle runs 
Our Hero, standing tall and looking heroic. Baloney! 

It's time to clear up some dangerous misconceptions 
a lot of us have about what it's like to share a room 

with fire. , A . 

Fire is one of the most dangerous environments im¬ 
aginable. The life expectancy of an unprotected 
human in a fiery environment* is often seconds - even 
less if the human insists on being as heroically stupid 
as the average TV character. 

Here's what it's like in a room that s on tire. It s hot, 
for one thing - bake oven hot. Hotter than you've ever 
expected. Ceramic and metal items - astrays and such 
-will burn right into your skin if you touch them. And 
because heat rises, the higher you go, the hotter it is. 
Fire instructors - that is, instructors who train .iremen 
-like to show rookies just how hot it gets. They'll crawl 
into a burning room and put a high-impact plastic 
fire helmet on the end of a stick. They they'll hold the 
stick up so that the helmet is six feet off the floor - the 
height of a standing fireman. After only a few seconds, 
they'll bring that stick back down...and the helmet will 
be a blob of melted goo. ; 

Heat's not the worst thing, either. No, then there s 
smoke. Thick, black, dense, choking smoke. Smoke 
that crowds the oxygen out of every breath. Smoke so 
toxic that one or two breaths can kill. Today's vinyl, 
plastic and polyurethane home accessories release in¬ 
tensely toxic .gases which mix with smoke. Like heat, 
smoke and toxic gases rise - the higher you stand, the 
stronger they become. 

That's why these TV and movie heroes burn me up 
whenever they're shown cavalierly bounding across a 
burning room. Because they're burning themselves 
up...because in a real fire Our Hero would be dead of 
smoke inhalation and covered with burn blisters before 
he got halfway across that room. 

If you ever find yourself in a burning building, don t 
emulate the TV character's suicidal example. Crawl 
your way out; since heat and smoke rise, the coolest, 
clearest air is to be found near the floor. 

If one night you wake to smell smoke, here's another 
tip: don't sit up to look around. You could stick your 
head into a smoke cloud so thick that one breath of it 
would make you too disoriented to escape. Roll out of 
bed and crawl to the door. Feel it for heat. By the way, 
do your children sleep with their bedroom doors open? 
That's an invitation to smoke - close all the bedroom 
doors at night. 

Of course, the fire-wisest thing you can do about 
smoke is to buy and properly install a quality smoke 
detector. It detects and announces the presence of tox¬ 
ic smoke long before it's too thick to breathe. If you 
don't have one...get one!

For the income oriented investor, things have chang- j 
ed dramatically in the last eight months.

Yields vary according to quality 
and maturity date, but overall returns in corporate 
bonds are still very attractive. 

Utility Common Stocks - Electric utilities provide li¬ 
quidity, yield and potential for capital gains. Dividends 
are paid quarterly and 75% of all utilities increase their 
dividends payments annually. Yields are between 9% 
and 11%. 

Other income producing investments include cer¬ 
tificates of deposit, Treasury Obligations, municipal 
bonds and limited partnerships that invest in income 
producing properties.

A familiar figure around the Agawam Senior Center 
is Mrs. Mary Brown, who is there for three hours every 
Thursday afternoon helping people tend to their knit¬ 
ting. Or it might be giving instruction in crocheting, 
needlepoint, or any type of handwork; she has the ex¬ 
pert's touch and the teacher’s patience. Mary has been 
offering this service at the Center for some sixteen 
years, which the Center believes must be the longest 
term as a volunteer among our senior citizens. 

Over the years Mary has helped many people ac¬ 
quire these useful skills, or improve on whatever skills 
they may already have. The average attendance in her 
class is about twelve, both beginners and advanced. 
As she says, they come and go, sometimes just stopp¬ 
ing by for help with a difficult problem. If you've drop¬ 
ped some stitches along the way or find the directions 
confusing, Mary will straighten it out and get you back 
on track. Or if you're a beginner she'll get you started 
knitting slippers, which she says are comparatively 
easy. 

Then you can progress to knitting sweaters or vests, 
and if they turn out to look like Mary's you'll be really 
proud to wear them. Handwork is a satisfying and a 
practical art form. It's good therapy and if you stick 
with it long enough you’ll have some lovely articles to 
wear, or to decorate your house. 

Mary's charming home at No. 1 Colonial Haven 
reflects her own ability in the decorative arts. Anyone 
visiting her will especially admire some needlepoint 
pillows on her sofa, and the beautiful afghan she's 
working on for the Center's annual bazaar. It is tradi¬ 
tional for one of Mary's afghans to be raffled off at that 
time, and everyone envies the lucky winner. The hand¬ 
made articles are among the most popular items at the 
bazaar, and are usually a sellout. 

Mary recalls the old days of the Agawam Senior 
Center, which started with the formation of a small 
group in 1966. They set up headquarters in the old Post 
Office where volunteers like Mary would gather, taking ■ 
turns in helping out with some of the activities. She 
feels that much of the credit for the Center's success 
should go to Mrs. Edith Larson, now of Westfield, and 
to Mr. Andrew Gallano of Agawam. They were 
pioneers in getting people interested and setting up an 
organization from which the present Center was 
developed. It has become an important factor in the 
lives of Agawam's senior citizens. 

Mary has lived in Agawam for almost forty years. 
She sold her former home on Meadow Street after the | 
death of her first husband, and was among the first 
residents of Colonial Haven. There's a friendly spirit 
here among the neighbors, who take pride in their 
homes and gardens, and enjoy sitting outdoors and 
visiting during the warm weather. And there's a friend¬ 
ly spirit in Mary's class where students and teacher 
alike help themselves bv helping each other .

Baiboni Blasts Pay Raises 

To The Editor: 

The Agawam Town Council, with a record of 
dubious and questionable so-called service to the com¬ 
munity, and after much politicking, has with great in¬ 
testinal fortitude finally awarded itself with a 300% 
salary increase. From $500 per councilor to $2000 per 
councilor annually. This is a total increase of $23,000 
including an additional $500 per year for the President 
of the Council, who sponsored the increase. 

Wi.th budgetary cuts, curtailment of public services, 
employee layoffs, and a recognized need for additional 
police, fire and school needs, this money grab must be 
considered an affront to all taxpayers of Agawam, and 
could well have provided far greater services to the 
community. 

It is strange that when the School Committee re¬ 
quested that $500 a year be granted to each member 
under a new law passed by the State Legislature, for a 
non renumerated position, that Councilor Kerr stated, 
and I quote, "In these hard economic times I find it dif¬ 
ficult, and cannot justify voting for it," and instead 
sponsored an amendment which placed the School 
Committee request on the ballot for the next annual 
election. I note that the Council was quick to vote their 
$1500 increase with no discussion, and not place the 
Council pay increase on the ballot. 

Councilors Gallano, Trehey, Mazza and 
Palelogopoulos should be commended for not joining 
in on this rape of the Town Treasury, and for not par¬ 
ticipating in this hypocritical action by the majority of 
the Town Council.

Victims' Rights Bill For 
Handicapped And Elderly 

The Joint Criminal Justice Committee recently gave 
initial approval to S.262, a bill which I introduced, to 
impose a tougher penalty to offenders who attack an 
elderly or handicapped person. 

The bill passed the first legislative hurdle; it was 
reported out favorable by the Committee as part of a 
comprehensive anti-crime package. The main purpose 
of this legislation is to include handicapped persons 
who were omitted from the protection of a law passed 
in the 1981 legislative session. The 1981 law imposes 
mandatory minimum sentences of imprisonment to 
those repeat offenders who are convicted of certain 
violent crimes against persons 65 years or older. 

Included in this law are the following offenses 
against the elderly: assault and battery with a 
dangerous weapon, assault or threat of attack with a 
dangerous weapon (knife, gun), assault with a 
dangerous weapon with intent to rob or murder, 
assault or force or violence (threat of attack) with in¬ 
tent to rob, steal, and larceny. The law gives minimum 
sentences of one to 5 years for those repeat offenders 
of these violent personal crimes against those aged 65 
years or older. 

Except for those convicted of a first offense, the 
sentence of 1 to 5 years cannot be suspended, nor can 
the offender be eligible for parole or probation until the 
minimum imprisonment has been served. This law 
guarantees that a second or subsequent offender of a 
violent crime against an elderly person will serve at 
least one year in prison for his/her action. 

S.262 puts a handicapped person under the protec¬ 
tion of this 1981 law at no additional cost to the Com¬ 
monwealth. Handicapped individuals are, at least, 
equally as vulnerable as the elderly to violent personal 
crimes. Massachusetts has long been a leader in the 
nation in prompting legislative initiatives to protect the 
rights of our elderly and handicapped citizens. This 
bill, S.262, is in keeping with that fine tradition and is 
essentially a victims rights bill for the handicapped. 

Approximately 15% of the crimes committed in the 
Commonwealth are committed against elderly or han¬ 
dicapped people. S.262 is a worthwhile and necessary 
piece of legislation, and I pledge to do everything 
possible to assure its passage in the legislature. 


After passing a resolution which endorsed the 
Dukakis local aid formula, the House subsequently 
took up the matter of technically changing Proposition 
2Vt last week. Senate bill 1910 dealt specifically with 
allowing eleven communities to have another year in 
which to get to the 2Zi levy limit by a vote of city coun¬ 
cil or town meeting. 

The bill concerning 2Vi is a cornerstone of the 
Governor's local aid proposal and was included in the 
non-binding resolution two weeks ago. In fact a large 
majority of debate focused on the language regarding 
this issue alone. 

In the House, Senate 1910 went through lengthy 
discussion and survived several attempts to have the 
bill amended. Two amendments however did prevail. 
The first which the House leadership agreed to re¬ 
quired that if a city council chose to take advantage of 
the opportunity to defer another year to get to the 216 
levy, it could only do so by a recorded vote. The 
amendment passed without debate. 

Another amendment, introduced by Representative 
Pierce of Westfield, required that if a city council chose 
the extension it could only be done by a two-thirds vote 
of that council or town meeting as opposed to a simple 
majority. 

When it passed by a 77-71 margin, the Pierce 
amendment caused quite a stir. The House leadership 
won a subsequent reconsideration of the matter but 
lost out again and the amendment was sustained on a 
further 75-73 vote. Legislative action on this bill has 
been put on hold awaiting new developments by the 
proposal's backers. 

Since those votes last week, it has been determined 
that of those eleven communities involved, nine city 
councils have stated they will not take advantage of 
the year's extension with the remaining two com¬ 
munities (Lynn, Sommerville) still unsure. In light of 
this determination, it seems that a tremendous amount 
of legislative battle and debate that has occurred over 
the past month sadly looks needless and wasted. 

Just before press time it is rumored that Governor 
Dukakis is retreating from his stand regarding the Pro¬ 
position 216 section of his local aid proposal. It is 
rumored that Dukakis will attempt to help the eleven 
communities in question administratively, not through 
the legislative branch. Obviously it became apparent 
that the tremendous public outcry and ensuing 
pressure on elected officials eroded the support the 
Governor had enjoyed previously. 

The new proposal is not expected to change propos¬ 
ed local aid dollar figures to the 351 cities and towns. 
But it is rumored that the Governor will allow the 
eleven communities a chance to borrow money this 
year in lieu of the expected local aid next year for those 
communities.

Betsy was the only one in the family who didn't see 
dandelions as just a pesky weed until I tossed them in¬ 
to a salad. She was glad to pull up the young plants for 
me, breaking them off just above the root. We washed 
them and used the youngest leaves to perk up a ho- 
hum iceberg lettuce salad. The pleasantly acrid taste 
becomes bitter once the plant has flowered. 

Sorrel, too, grows in our yard. It has a faintly acid 
flavor. Since both kids like the acid flavors of tomato 
and lemon juice on their salads, they loved the tiny sor¬ 
rel leaves. Later in the season I'll make a pot of sour 
sorrel soup (schav) from our yard.

Take Part In Montreal 
Festival Of Music 


Musical Honors 
Nothing New To 
Sarah Lester 


Thirty-three schools from eleven states will take part 
in the Festival of Music in Montreal. Twenty-four of 
these will be competing in the Concert Band category, 
24 in the Jazz Band, 18 in the Parade, 17 in the Field 
Marching Show, and 7 in Chorus events. Agawam 
High students will compete in all of the major events 
including concert band, jazz band, chorale, jazz choir, 
show choir, parade and field show. 

Some 150 students will leave Thursday morning, 
May 12 at 7 a.m. under directors Mr. Darcy' Davis, Mr. 
Stephen Files and Mr. Zachary Tileston along with 20 
adult chaperones. Contests will start Thursday evening 
in the Tritorium and Sheraton Ballroom for Jazz Bands. 
Chorus and Concert Bands will be scheduled for all day 
Friday with the Field Marching Show at the University 
of Montreal Stadium in the evening. Saturday events 
will include a choir workshop in the morning, a parade 
in LaFountaine Park in the afternoon and the final 
awards ceremony at the University Arena. The 
weekend represents a truly Olympic endeavor for high 
school music groups. The Agawam students hope to 
visit the Olympic Park on the way home Sunday. 

Other Massachusetts schools attending will be Pitt¬ 
sfield in jazz band and concert band; New Bedford in 
jazz band and field marching; and Monument Mt.in 
madrigal chorus. New Jersey is sending the largest 
number of bands (9): Bloomfield, Brick Township, 
Cherry Hill, Gov. Livingston, Lenape, Morris Knolls, 
Steinert, Verona and Westford. Coming from Penn¬ 
sylvania will be Bethel Park, Central Catholic, Phoenix- 
ville and Windber. States sending 3 schools include 
New York (Auburn, Greenville, Union-Endicott), 
Virginia (Fort Hunt, Lake Braddock, South Lakes) and 
Rhode Island (Lincoln, Tiverton and Warwick). 
Maryland will be represented by Mt. Hebron and 
Smithsburg. Other schools include East Lyme (Conn.), 
Alexis DuPont (Delaware), Walnut Hills (Ohio) and 
Bonny Eagle (Maine). 

In past years, Agawam music students have received 
some of the broadest music experience possible with 
their attendance at national festivals such as the 
Cherry Blossom Festival last year and the National 
Festivals in Atlantic City, Wildwood, Niagra Falls and 
Philadelphia. This year's event in Montreal should pro¬ 
ve to be another highlight in their musical experiences.

Musical accomplishment is nothing new to 13-year- 
old Sarah Lester however, her solo performance with 
the Young People's Philharmonia is most definitely 
something she will always remember. 

This talented trumpet player is an eighth-grade stu¬ 
dent at Agawam Junior High. Two years ago, she audi¬ 
tioned for the Young People's Philharmonia, which is 
the junior-high-aged youth orchestra associated with 
the Springfield Symphony. 

Not only did she win a place in the orchestra, but 
was appointed as First Chair for trumpets, an honor 
she also holds this year. As one of only three students 
to perform solos as part of the group's performance 
last Sunday evening, Sarah played Haydn's Trumpet 
Concerto in E Flat to a packed house. 

"I wasn't really nervous because I've performed a lot 
and had rehearsed the concerto so much," this poised 
young lady comments, adding, however, that playing 

with a full orchestra back-up was "special."

In addition to her active participation in the band at 
the Junior High, Sarah has had weekly lessons in 
Amherst with Walter Chestnut, professor of trumpet at 
the University of Massachusetts, for the last two years. 
Through her work with him, she auditioned for the 
UMass Youth Wind Ensemble and has held First Chair 
in trumpet for two years. 

For further experience this year, she auditioned for 
and won a position with the Greater Hartford Youth 
Orchestra. This group will tour ten major cities in Italy 
this summer for three weeks, and as the youngest 
member of the orchestra, Sarah is particularly looking 
forward to these uptoming concerts. 

The cost for the tour is approximately $1600 per 
musician, and the 80-plus high school students have 
been actively raising funds since last fall. Families of 
orchestra members will pay any remaining expenses. In 
the Lesters' case, the excitement of the trip is com¬ 
pounded because Sarah's mother, Mrs. Evelyn Lester, 
will accompany the group as chaperone. 

Along with all this exposure to music, Sarah points 
out that she has also attended summer music camps, 
entertained for various organizations in town, and will 
participate in the Western District Band performance 
slated for this Saturday in Chicopee. 

The entire Lester family is immersed in music. At

their 56 Park Edge Drive home, it is not at all unusual 
to hear father Bob playing his trumpet or mother 
Evelyn on the piano. Sarah's older brother Andy is a 
former president of the Agawam High band currently 
attending Worcester Polytechnic Institute and major¬ 
ing in electrical engineering. He still manages to keep 
up with his trombone playing, however, and par¬ 
ticipates with a musical group at that college. Older- 
sister Katie is a junior at Agawam High and active on 
clarinet in the band. 

Sarah has played various instruments since being in 
the third grade. She now concentrates on the trumpet, 
though she does put in some time practicing piano dai¬ 
ly. Her biggest problem is juggling practice and rehear¬ 
sal times for the different orchestras to which she 
belongs and still maintaining A's and B's in her school 
work. 

Sarah explains that one of the main reasons she 
decided to go to the Hartford orchestra is that they do 
not limit their group strictly by age, as the Springfield- 
based orchestra does. She is not at all intimidated by 
being the youngest of the 80 performers, and, in fact, is 
looking forward to moving up to the Young People's 
Symphony, the older division in Springfield. 

In summarizing her deep involvement with all these 
groups, Sarah concludes, "I'm really into music and 
love performing."
